INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.

This  I feel  is  quite  a satisfactory  r esult. 

Unfortunately  the  immunisation  has  been  marred  by  an  outbreak 
of  diphtheria  at  dnstey  in  v.hich  a number  of  cases  cf  children  who  had 
been  imnraiised  developed  diphtheria.  Investigation  of  the  outbreak  revealed 
that  the  type  of  diphtheria  gov.i  . was  the  gravis  type  which  is  tlie  most 
virulent  kind  and  which  has  the  highest  death  rate,  on  the  vdiole  however 
the  cases  wore  generally  very  mild  'which  no  doubt  'was  due  to  the 
immunisation  but  it  was  also  found  that  the  material  used  at  Anstey  did  not 
give  a.  100^  immunity.  In  view  of  this  it  \/as  decided  to  give  a further  dose 
most  of  the  children  took  advantage  of  this  offer. 

Only  one  death  occurred,  this  was  in  a person  v;ho  had  not  been 

immunised. 

DIPHTHERIA; 

The  irPidoncG  of  Infectious  Disease  during  the  year  generally 
has  been  much  lov/er  than  that  for  the  -previous  year  v/ith  the  unfortunate 
exception  of  diphtheria  due  to  the  /ins toy  oyt-^re^k  but  even  so  the 
number  of  deaths  (two)  from  diphtheria  v;as  mt'  so  that  the  death  rate 

is  lov;er,  furthermore  the  two  deaths  were  in  unimnunised  persons.

SCABIES; 

A clinic  was  opened  on  24.4.42  and  although  the  folloi.'ing  report 
includes  a few  months  of  1943  I.Hiink  it  advisable  to  give  the  statistics 
for  12  months  ‘work. 


The  Clinic  consists  of  a waiting  room  and  a treatment  room  which  are 
a portion  of  the  Decontamination  Depot  of  the  Leicestershire  Coiinty  Council 
loaned  to  us  by  that  Service.  It  is  on  the  small  side  but  of  course  when  it 
was  first  started  \ic  could  not  tell  the  number  of  scabies  cases  v/hich  would 
occur  or  how  long  'we  would  carry  on.  All  fittings  had  to  bo  portable  so  that 
if  the  Dei^St  v/as  required  for  anti-gas  treatment  they  could  be  moved  out  very 
quickly. 


In  the  treatment  room  arc  3 cubicles  for  undressing,  2 baths  for 


treatment  and  a comer  for  the  doctor's  examination.  The  staff  consists  of 


the  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Atkinson,  a Nurse  in  Charge,  Pirs.  Hegginson,  a 
Nurse  Helper,  Mrs.  Harrison  (voluntary)  and  a Supervi.sor/'^'Ianager,  P^s.  Buckley 
(voluntary).  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  excellent  work  carried  out 
by  this  staff,  work  which  is  hard,  often  not  too  ploasant  and -owing  to  the 
size  of  the  room  at  times,  cramped.  Furthermore,  everyone  of  them  is  most 
enthusiastic,  terribly  keen  on  curing  the  patients  end  making  the  clinic  a 
most  successful  and  happy  unit,  in  tliis  I believe  they  have  succeeded  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  following  statistics;-

•poixilation,  the  difficulties  of  checking  and  visiting  the  defaulters  ov.lng 
to  -petrol  rationing,  the  diminished  number  of  Sanitary'"  Ins'pectors,  the  number 
of  -peo-ple  at  work  and  sc  not  at  home  when  visited  - the  number  of  attendances, 
•percentage  of  cures  and  small  number  of  defaulters,  reflects  v;ell  on  efficient 
carrying  on  of  the  work  by  the  staff  of  the  Clinic  and  the  sanitary  department 
idLso  I vv'ould  like  to  thank  the  general  practitioners  for  their  co-o-peration 
in  their  frequent  referring  of  cases  to  the  clinic  for  treatment  and  the 
issuing  of  certificates  to  patients  unable  to  attend  the  clinic  chiefly  males 
\^o  ov.lng  to  the  hours  of  v;ork  find  it  most  difficult  to  attend  in  the 
afternoons.

These  fresh  cases  stress  hov.  important  it  is  for  all  the  family 
to  be  treated  at  the  same  time,  if  one  is  not  cured  the  others  will  again 
bocome  infected j also  the  tracing  of  possible  contacts  or  cases  especially 
school  children  which  if  untreated  are  reservoirs  of  fresh  infection. 

Other  cases  living  in  villages  not  within  easy  access  of  the 
clinic  w'ere  treated  by  a Mobile  Nurse,  their  numbers  "ere  comparatively  fati, 
still  other  ceases  \-'ere  treated  privately  by  their  own  doctors.
